'Many manufacturers were furccd or cowed into abandoning 
using asbestos in dicir products even though it posed no hazard 
Columnist Warren Brookes of the Detroit News has pointed out dial 
this probably brought about tV Challenger space shuttle disaster in 
1986. An asbcalos-based putty produced by the Fuller O'Bncn Paint 
Co had been used, together with O-rings, to seal joints in Ihe 
nvkci. Thev quit making the putty because of the new 
rig the use of asVstos. and a less cffecuvc 

_ NASA reported in 1985 that after the puuy 

cd four of l V first 12 shuttle flights experienced O-ring 
crosim from superheated gases that should have been stopped by 
iV puny It predicted possible launch failure as a result. Brookes 
owed that tV National Research Council panel on redesign of iV 
booster rockets agreed that 'iV inability of tV (new) puny .reliably 
lo effect • pressure seal' was a major problem Makolm Ross of tV 
U S. Geological Survey, who pioneered in the fight for sanuy on 
avbcstos. ickl Brookes. There is no doubl in my mind ihai die 
Challenger disaster was caused by asbestos paranoia.'
